Newspaper Correspondence. 
[Congdon’s Recollections in N. Y. Tribune.] 


If tbe war advanced American journalism in 
every way, it did so particularly in the crea- 
tion of a corps of clever correspondents, who 
reduced reporting inthe field to something 
like a science. Even before the war the corre- 
spondence of the newspaper was an important 
feature, anda great deal of money was lav- 
ished uponit. Mr. Taylor’s letters I have al- 
ready mentioned, as well as those written 
from Boston by Mr. Quincy and Mr. Carter, 
and the rather independent bureau of his own 
which Mr. Pike maintained in Washington. 
Mr. Greeley himself was an admirable letter 
writer, and did things in that way which have 
never been surpassed. Feats were performed 
which are still mentioned wiih reverence and 
respect. One of these was that of Mr. Morti- 
mer Thompson, better known as ‘‘Doesticks,”’ 
who went down to Georgia to attend the sale 
by auction of the slaves of Pierce Butler, 
the Lusband of Fanny J<Xemble, and wrote 
an amusing account of that vendue. 
Of course Mr. Thompsonftook his life in his 
band when he went upon that errand. So did 
the man who staid in Charleston through all 
the hot days preceding the secession, and 
mailed letters regularly to New York, which 
furnished the Tribune with an authentic 
record of the malign progress of treason. He, 
too, would have had a small chance of attain- 
ing oldage ifhehad been discovered. As 
usual, the self-constituted critics of newspa- 
pers knew perfectly well that his letters were 
not written in Charleston; as most assuredly 
they were. By the way, thereisan opinion 
quite prevalent among the ili-informed 
people that ali letters, whether from Paris, 
or St. Petersburg, or London, or other foreign 
locality, are written in the office of the jour- 
nalin which they appear. I have been told 
gravely by a nan who was not altogether an 
idiot that he knew that nine-tenths of the 
foreign correspondence of the larger journals 
was of this bogus description. He saw neither 
the folly nor the impossibilily of keeping up 
this kind of deception; nor did I tnink it 
worth much expenditure ofbreath to unde- 
ceive him.

embroidered and pearl passements may take 
us by the hand. Immense ‘‘crams” are toid 
of Queen Elizabeth’s gloves; one pair of 


with gold thread, large pearls and colored 
silks They were slashed with yellow satin at 
the elbows and stiffened with bullion gimp. 
One peculiarity of these gloves was that they 
had ive holes in the hands to permit the per- 
spiration to escape. We have often seen 
sheepekin gloves—six buttons for fifty cents 
the pair, you know—that had more holes than 
that in them before they were well buttoned 
around the wrist. That they followed a royal 
precedent appeared to be very little consola- 
tion to the wearer. 

Anothef historic glove of Queen Bess 1s 
that which dropped and that was restored to 
her by the Earl of Cumberland. She bade 
nim keep it as a mark of her favor, and the 
gallant old beau had it set with jewels and 
wore it in bis hat at tournaments forever af- 
ter. 

A very marae § pair of gloves were given to 
Lord Campbell, in 1856, when he ehaunced to 
be presiding judge at a maiden assize. They 
were white, exquisitely embroidered, and 
trimmed with Brussels lace; the arms of the 
city were embroidered in silver on the back. 

Gloves, in the olden time, meant something 
more thana covering fur the han Bishops 
were put in possession of their sees by receiv- 
ing a glove, and at the coronation of a French 
King the gloves are blessed. When a sover- 
eign of England is crowned,the herald throws 
down a glove by way of a challenge to any who 


amay dispute the sovereign’s title tothe throne. 


Aside from historic associations there has 
probably been more spooning done of poor 
little five and a quarter gloves by sentimental 
young men than over anything else, except, 
possibly, alock of naturally curly hair that is 
quoted at as much as $8 an ounce in the open 
market,and is quite too precious to be bestow- 
ed upon everybody. 

The highest novelty in the way of gloves to- 
day are the English Silk taffetas. ‘They are of 
the length of a six-button kid glove, and 
have three bands of delicate lace work about 
the wrist. Cream, pearl and white are the 
choicest tints, but old gold is a favored color 
in these as in ajl other gloves. ‘They are from 
the famous London house of Dent, and are 
called the Maltese glove. 

There is a special line of silk mittens, re- 
viving the old-fashioned picnet manufacture 
of our grandmothers. They are shown in 
strong colors, scarlet, blue, and in definite 
shades of pink, rose, gold and blue, as well 
asin allthe shadowy tints. The hand, both 
palm and back, isin very firm silk, the wrist 
and arm in open-work only, or the whole is of 
lace-work. These high novelties abroad are 
always worn over a finely-fitting kid glove, 
not too high-wristed. This gives an »dded 
elegance to the toilet, shows off a beautiful 
arm, without that bare-handed appearance 
that always recalls to the thoughtful mind the 
ida of a cook taking her Sunday outing. The 
cheaper qualities of these gloves are not ser- 
viceable; $1 20 buys a good article, and from 
that the range is upward to #2. 

Lisle thread gloves promise to be again pop- 
ular, and the mistakes of last season are all 
duly corrected. They did crawl down the 
arm, everybody knows. This season this 
crawling tendency is corrected by bands of 
elastic very cleverly disposed, that are relied 
on to keep the things in place. 

The German gloves are cheaper, but they 
by no means equal the French article. One 
should be carefulin buying to see that the 
finger is fitted by woven gores and not by 
seams. Pretty lace wrists in two shades, gray 
and white or Isabela and brown, are a late 
fancy. Twenty-two different styles are shown, 
ranging in price from 60c to $1 50 and in size 
from 5 1-2 to8. 

These silk and lisle—the latter are finished 
to look precisely like silk—are, after all, but 
a fleeting fancy. The gloves of standard value 
are those of a kid, and they appear to 
have attained absolute perfection in manu- 
facture. ' 

Much difliculty is found in matching the 
heliotrope shades, but a certain Chinese pink 
isanexact match for evening wear, though 
quite unlike by day, and of this shade there is 
& supply. 

Kid gloves match the monochrome dress 
stufis as a general rule, the two most popular 
colors being coachman’s drab and coachman’s 
gray to match the colors of the walking coats,

The Swedish Explorer. 
[From the New York Times.] 


Adolphus Eric Norkenskjold was born on the 
18th of November, 1832, Hartmann being the 
name of his mother’s family, and his ances- 
torson his father’s side being frequently dis- 
tinguished men. He studied at the Universi- 
ty of Borgo, but did not graduate there, as 
the flogging of twoof the students seemed 
such an pdlgalty to him as one of their num- 
ber that he Ieft, and in 1849 matriculated at 
Helsingfor. -There he graduated in 1853 
with signal credit, being placed first in all 
his examinations. He was soon appointed 
Director of the Faculty of Mathematics and 
Physics, but in 1855 he was cashiered for polit- 
ical reasons, and thereupon left the country. 
Returning ‘in 1856, however, he obtained his 
dcgree of Master of Arts and Doctor, and 
was chosen to head a Government explorin 
expedition. But he again got into politica 
trouble, was deprived of his civil rights and 
obliged to fly from the country a second 
time. No objection was offered to his return 
in 1858, but when he was appointed State 

ineralogist at Stockholm, difficulties arose 

bout his passport. Finally it was given to 
him with a warning that he should never re- 
n to Finland, andthe Russian Minister at 
stockholm was directed not to affix a vise to 
his passport should he contemplate doing so. 
In 1862 this order was revoked, and since then 
he has been a visitor at will to‘his native land, 
and in 1867 married Countess Anna Manner- 
heim, a Finnish lady of high rank. He then 
became desirous of establishing himself at 
Helsingfor, and received the unanimous sup- 
port of the Academic Council for the Chair of 
Mineralogy and Geology, but the Government 
defeated his nomination because he would not 
pledge himeelf not to take any in Finnish 
police, Thereupon he obtained letters of 
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seturaey ae asa Swedish su 
a member of the mber of ~—s during 
e last two Assemblies of the Swedish States, 
and from 1869 to 1874 was a Liberal. member. 
What has happe to him 
of the history of ex-

Breeding Deer and Game. 
[From the New York Sun. ] 


The lands of the Blooming Grove Park As- 
sociation, Pike connty, Pa., have been fore- 
closed upon by Fayette S. Giles andthe other 
mortgagees fora debt of $71,000, and will be 
sold at Sheriff’s sale on Monday, May 17. The 
foreclosure is not a hostile step, but ha¥ been 
adopted merely as a means of retransferrjn 
the property to the association at the reduce 
figure of $25,000, for whicha new mortgagé 
will be taken. 

The 12.000 acres owned by the association 
cost, a few years ago, $3 an acre. A club house 
costing $15,000 was erected, and a number of 
other expensive improvements were made, 
including the enclosing of 700 acres by a strong 
wire fence, seven feet high, for the herding 
of deer. The total expense of cost aud im- 
provements is given as $100,000, 

The association will continue the breeding 
of game animals and birds, the propagation 
of fish, and the planting of forest trees. In 
addition to the land purchased, 15,000 acres 
have been leased for a long term. The 
association has a special charter from the 
Pennsylvania Legislature to appoint their 
own constables and make their own game 
laws. The Executive Board consists of Fay- 
atte 8S. Giles, John Avery, Cassius H. Reed, 
Charles Hallock, Charles Fearing, John Ma- 
ginnis, and Messrs. Robinson, Grimes, Whar- 
ton and Mouzilley. The club-house 1s ten 
miles from Lackawaxen station, on the New 
York, Lake Erie and Western Railway, and 
seven miles from Millville,on the Honesdale 
branch of that road.

Leadville and its Atmosphere---lIts 
Diseases and Drawbacks.

Yesterday I was on 
horseback among the hills, looking at the 
mines, when biff ! without a moment’s notice, 
a furious, blinding snow-storm, borne by a 
swift and freezing wind, came upon us from 
the neighboring mountains, obliterating ev- 
erytbing ten inches from the horse’s nose. 
Last night I shivered under a half-dozen 

‘heavy blankets in a room with a fire, and this 
morning the contents of the wash-pitcher are 
frozen nearly solid, and the feet of men and 
passing vebicles give out that frosty, creaking 
sound peculisr to atemperature near and be- 
low zero. Whatto-morrow will,be, heaven 
only knows. I would not be surprised at 
anything, from a cyclone to a thunder-storm; 
from an air that would color with joy the 
cheeks of the most fragile of June roses 
or a tempest of snow which would fill 
this hollow to a level with its mountain brim. 

It is the opinion in the States—how acquir- 
ed I know not—that away up here, nearly 
eleven thousand feet above the level of tide- 
water, there reigns eternal summer; thatin 
this lofty atmdésphere each breath an in- 
spiration which stimulates like some divine 
elixir, and that should men or women wish to 
die—they never do away up here—they mi- 
grate to those lower atmospheric regions 
whose strata bear the essences of deciy and 
dissolution. 

SETTLING ONE QUESTION. 

We may as well havethe facts about this 
question of climate at the outset, so that 
people who are coming here may know in ad- 
vance what they will have to encounter. Most 
notable inthis respect are the frequent varia- 
tions. The sun now shines down warmly 
on the slopes of the town. Away off to the 
west across the Arkansas River lies a range of 
mountains which seem vast snowdrifts piled 
tothe very skv. Among these a snowstorm 
is raging, hiding them like a somber mist, 
and which at any moment me oom across 
the hillsides of this city. 0 one knows 
what may comean hour hence. There are 
June bours in midwinter; and hours in 
June in which the snow has buried the town 
almost out of sight. Such changes cannot but 
have a disastrous effect upon the health of 
those who have to endure them. 

A distressing thing to. the new-comer is the 
difficulty of breathing, owing tothe rarity of 
the air. Such an one cannot walk half a block 
without ees his breath. They say that peo- 
ple get over this as they become acclimated; 
and—perhaps they do. 

‘“‘Are you a tenderfoot?’’ I asked of a negro 
who was ‘‘toting’’ my traps from the stage- 
office to the hotel. 

‘*No, sah; I’se bin heah two yeahs, sah.’’ 

‘*‘Hold on! Don’t go so cussed fast! What 
makes you puff so”’ 

e* Well, sah, I doesn’t seem to git my wind, 
nohow.’’ 

Intheory, men get over this shortness of 
breath, this difficulty of getting sufficient air, 
as soon as they have been acclimated; in fact, 
the majority do nothing of the kind. I know 
men who have been here from one year to two 
years who cannot goa block without getting 
‘*winded” and who, to save their lives, cannos 
gét from the attenuated atmosphere suflicient 
airto carry on the processes of breathing, 
walking and smoking a Leadville cigar, all at 
the same moment. , 

The new arrival, very soon after landing, is 
seized by an affection of the throat of the 
most distressing character. There 1s conges- 
tion of the glands; it is most painful to swal- 
low; a furious cough usually sets in; and now 
and thenit bappens that men recover from it 
only by dying from suffocation. This malady, 
I believe, lasts, asarule, only afew weeks, 
although it is difficult to find one whose nasal 
organs are not out of order. 

Men carry, pull out,and pass around their 
box of troches as in old times men did their 
snuff boxes. 

And finally—I wish at this point to dispose 
for zood of climate and percocet phenomena— 
the prevailing disease is not only common, but 
one of the most deadly known to modern 
science. It is pneumonia; and of this com- 
plaint more people die than from all other 
causes combined. 

Of five deaths announced inthe morning 
papers,four will be from pneumonia; the fifth 
will,as often as not, be that of somebody from 
a — shot. 

n company with Dr. Lane, the Coroner,and 
who insists that Leadville is the healthiest city 
in the world, 1 visited the establishment of 
the principal undertaker. Sixty-four names 
were taken by chance here and there from the 
books, with the following somewhat peculiar 
results: Bronchitis, 1; heart disease, 1; fro- 
zen, 3;. congestion of the bowels, 4; dropsy,1; 
fever, 1; spasms, 1; diphtheria, 4; erysipelas, 
1; softening of the brain, 1; infantile disea- 


, ses, 2; gun-shot wounds, 16; pneumonia, 30. 


This shows over 40 per cent from pneumo- 
nia,and over 25 per cent from deaths by vio- 
lence. The last named is, of course, a moral 
question, and has no bearing on the 


HYGIENIC CHARACTER OF LEADVILLE. 

It is urged that pneumonia finds the major- 
ity of its victims among people who drink 
spirituous liquors in excess. This is an ex- 
cellent argument in favor of temperance,but I 
can not see what especial bearing it has on the 
healthfulness of Leadville. Intemperate men 
are oe oo victims of cholera and yeliow 
fever, and yet these diseases are confined to 
certain localities; and bence, the logic of the 
situation is that it is the pines, and not the in- 
temperate men, which Invites their presence. 
The death-rate in Leadville is a little over 
thirty-six per thousand, or more than dou4le 
that of Philadelphia, and considerably more 
than double that of Chicago. That this differ- 
ence is largely climatic and local in its origin 
will not be disputed by a as man 
who is informed as to the facts in the case. 

I am not giving these things for the purpose 
of making any k upon this mountain elty. 
Leadville has passed its coddling stage. in its 
career; it no longer needs indiscriminate puff- 
ory but has reached a point in its development 
where it can afford a candid examination of its 
merits andjdemerits, 

A peculiarity which affects especially the 
newcomer to this town is that he usually expe- 
riences a tots] foss of appetite. I have not 
been able to eat but two meals a day, and in 
the case of both of them it issimply a mechan- 
ical sort of a process—a duty whieh I perform- 
ed toward stomach, and yet performed 
against my wil]. That this is not peculiar to 
new arrivals is shown by the fact ta dozen 
men with whom I have conversed on this mat- 
ter, and who have been here from oné to three 
years. eat after the same mechanical fashion, 
and without having the smallest amotint of ap- 
petite for food from ove year to agother. 

From these statements people can establish 
a fair conclusion as. to who should not come 
here. Those who have any catarrhal difficul- 
ties, or ‘‘bad’’ throats, should avoid this re- 
gion as they woulda pest-houser People, too, 
who have weak lungs cannot stand the sud- 
den changes, the extreme severity of this eli- 
mate. As a rule, only those are in ro- 
bust health should come to Leadville, unless, 
perhspe, during the months of July, August,

Trial of the Gardner Gun.

Yesterday morning in Hartford an [exhibi- 
tion of the improved Gardner gun was given at 
Pratt & Whitney’s, before Col. J. Benton, 
commandant of the United States Arsenal! at 
Springfield, and Capt. J. E. Greer, of the 
United States Ordnance Department. Six of 
these new guns have been recently sold tu the 
United States Government, and in ‘order to 
show them in practical work the exhibition was 
made. Seven hundred cartridges were fired 
with great rapidity and ease, and the effective- 
ness of the new system was clearly demon- 
strated. Anew and ingenious device is that 
by which the barrels are prevented from be- 
comingtoo hot. The brass casting over the 
barrels is so arranged that water covers them, 
and by this means the steel can never reach 3 
temperature of over 212 degrees. Another gun 
was alsotried. This, instead of having two 
burrels bas four, and thus the rapidiiy of 
firing is just doubled. This gun 1s in an incom- 
plete state, and is to be made for the English 
Government.

THE AWFUL AXE. 


William MacQueen Plies It Upon 


His Wife. 


_ — 


The Woman Lying With a Broken Skull 
at the City Hospital. 


-_ 


A Talk With the Prisoner About His 
Crime and Its Pupishment,. 


William MacQueen smashed in his wife’s 


head with an axe last eveniag at seven o’clock, 


inatenemcntinthe alley between Twelftu 
and Thirteenth and Clark avenue and Spruce. 
After the deed the murderer walked 
calmly over tothe Four Courts and told Ser- 
geant Holmes what he had done. His story 
wes not believed at first, but he was held on 
the chances and Holmes went over to thetene- 
ment indicated and found that the 
tale was only too true. Agnes 


MacQueen was lying upon a pallet weltering 
in her bloud; her lung disheveled hair was 
damp and soakiug and her whole person ex- 
hibited all the outward and _ visible 
signs of drunkenness and vio- 
lence. She was moaning with pain 
and altogether unable to talk collectively, and 
near the miserable bed upon which she 
was stretched lay the weapon which had been 
used with such frightful effect upon her 
skull. It was an axe with a handle some 
three feet Jong, andthe jagged edge still was 
covered with clotted blood and hair. The 
family were beggars, almost tramps. Mac- 
(Jueen picked up a miserable livelihood do- 
ing odd chufes about town, and 
his wife worked too. They subsisted, how- 
ever, mainly upon the charity of their neigh- 
bors, and the tragedy was enacted in the 
house full of the people who had been keep- 
ing them 80 quietly that the 
first intimation that any one had of 
the affair was the appearance of the police of- 
ticer who came looking for the dead body. 
Agnes MacQueen was not dead, however, and 
Dr. Dorseit, from the Dispensary, was 
at once summoned, and shortly after his ar- 
rivalan ambulance was ordered to take the 
poor victim of her busband’s brutality to the 
City Hospital. 
THE WOMAN. 

A Post-DISPATCH reporter, at the. very 
earliest hour on which entry to “the hospital 
ean be made, went out to that institution and, 
after a brief colloquy with the bell-boy, 
was brought to Dr. Dean. The Doctor soon 
took the reporter into the wounded woman’s 
presence. She was lying on a cot in oneof the 
femalé wards, her head bandaged up, and her 
bands clutching and picking uneasily at the 
bed-clothes. Sheis a woman of fully fifty 
years, with a full face and a prominent moutn 
and chin, rather fat and® unprepossessing in 
appearance, the pain which she was suffering 
keepipg her brow wrinkled with a constant 
frown. She was not yet fully conscious, and 
rambled occasionally into a flow of talk, part 
of which was inarticulate, and only such 
phases and sentences as‘**You’rea nice hus- 
band,”? ‘*It’s a shame,’’~**Oa, my head,” 
‘*For God’s sake,’’ etc. 

Thus she talked, evidently not knowing 
what she was saying. but evidently living 
over again the fearful scene of the night be- 
fore. Dr. Dean explained to 
the reporter where she was 
cut. The skull over the left 

ear had been split open for some four inches, 
the bone being broken on both sides of the 
cutfor half aniech. ‘There broken bones were 
removed and the woman washed and cleaned 
Just nigbt, so that this morning she presented 
a much less repulsive appearance than she had 
on the night before. 

‘*Isthere anytnipg you want?” said the 
Doctor.

FIGHTING FLAMES. 


Satisfactory oe ofan Automatic Fire 


xtinguisher. 


An interested number of capitalists, manu- 


facturers, insurance men and business men 
generally witnessed an exhibition of the 
Barnes Automatic Fire Extinguisher, on the 
lot between Eleventh and Twelfth streets on 
Washington avenue at 50’clock last evening. 
A rough board structure was filled with shav- 
ings and kindling well saturated with coal 


oil, and then lighted. The flames encom- 
passed every portion of the light structures 
The apparatus commenced its work, and ia 1 
minute and 40 seconds the fire Was out. 
The Barnes -extipguisber is a que fe yet 
very effective apparatus. It consists of an ar- 
ranecement of pipes throughout the building, 
which are supplied in each room with two or 
mcre spraying nozzles. In each room isan 
actuating lever, secured to its position bya 
susibie metal wire. The heat of the tre melts 
this wire and also the metal seals of the noz- 
zie, the result being that the room in which 
the fire is burning is subjected to a shower 
batb, which would discourage any 
incipient conflagration. Capt. Char- 
ley Evans, of the Salvage Corps, 
who was present at thejtest yesterday, says 
that this apparatus is of incalcalable value to 
cotton miljs and similar establishments where 
fires inust be squelched in their incipiency to 
prevent the utter destruction of tne buildings. 
Another exhibition of this extinguisher will 
be given at the same place at 5 o’clock this

Capt. William Spence and the engineer, Dave 
Marata. The Annie Laura wasa small tug of 
twenty-onetons. Jobn Lynch, the fireman, 
was throwr sometwenty feetiuto the air, and 
was seen to fallintothe water. All the hands 
were thrown into the water, and the vessel 
sunk out of sight. Capt. Spence was 
found to have both his legs  bro- 
ken, and Dave Marata, the engineer, 
had his right arm broken and was badly scalda- 
ead. Yesterday evening at half past five o’clock 
the steumer Charles Morgan collided with the 
J. W.Cannon at the head of Jackson street, 
tearing away her starboard wheelhouse and 
wheel. From what could be learnedof the 
accident, it seems that botli vessels were pro- 
ceeding up the river, with the Morgan abreast 
on the starboard side of the Cannon. As the 
vessels reached Jackson street, the Morgan 
metone of the Mississippi Valley Transporta- 
tion tugs with a bargein tow, and: sheered to 
the port side, colliding with the starboard 
wheel of the Cannon with a terrible crash. The 
passengers were panic-stricken, and many 
even attempted to jump overboard. Capt, J.

AN ABSURDITY. 

A gentleman, for whose kindness of heart 
we have great respect, but whose judgment 
seems to be in need of repairs, sends us a 
communication in which he suggests that 
the recent destruction of property by 
storms in this State calls for legislation. 
He proposes to have the State become 
responsible for the destruction of property 
by tornadoes. The Legislature, he says, 
could pass such a law, create a storm com- 
mission, have all buildings assessed sepa” 
rately from other property, and, when 
destroyed by cyclones, the commissioners 
are toexamine and report the facts and war- 
rants are to be.drawn on the State Treasury 
for the amount ofloss. He argues that in 
this way all personsin Missouri would be 
compelled to contribute according to their 
means, which would be but a trifle. ‘*As it 
is,’? says the writer, ‘‘a few noble-hearted 
persons contribute and the great mass give 
nothing. Many who have given five, ten, 
twenty-five dollars to the suffering in this 
recent calamity are not worth one-tenth as 
much as those who have not given a cent.”’ 
The idea of our contributor seems to be 
based on the paternal theory of govern- 
ment. The State of Missouri has nothing 
to do, as a State, with the visitations of 
God. In exchange for taxes received the 
State guarantees to protect its citizens in 
their lives and their rights in property as 
against the machinations of man. It has 
no more business to be paying for property 
destroyed by wind than it has to be paying 
for property destroyed by fire. Ifthe plan 
of,our contributor could be carried into 
execution it wouldn’t be long before the 
State Treasury would be called upon to 
make good the shortage of crops. Droughts 
and grasshoppers are as much the agents of 
Providence as the cyclones which uproot 
and scatter. We wouldn’té have occupied 
so much space with this subject but for the 
fact that a great many people have no idea 
of the province of governments based on 
the mutual plan, like ours, and are as far 
out of the way in their conception of the 
reciprocal relations between State and tax- 
payer as the devil-worshippers of Koor- 
distan are in their search after the true 
faith.

THE TRUIH ABOUT NEW YORK. 


How Mr. Tilden Was Treated by His Own 
Convention. 


[From the New York Express (Dem.).] 
The importance of this declaration is materi- 


| ally increased by Mr. Jacobs’s official position 


as chairman of the Tilden Convention and 
Senator trom Kings county, and the fact that 
he has been a warm personal friend of the ex- 
candidate.

He also knows now, better than 
most men in ‘the party, that, though 
he ruled the Tilden Convention under 
ironciad instructions in a most despotic way, 
the sentiment of the deiegates to that body 
was decidedly against Tilden’s nomination. 
There were eighty-three pronounced anti- 
Tilden menin the convention, and between 
fifty und seventy delegates were fraudulently 
robbed of their seats because they were anti- 
Tilden men. The most high-handed means 
were resorted to by the managers to suppress 
discussion, to keep the Tilden issue out ofthe 
proceedings, and to avoid atest vote.. The 
well-informed and reliable correspondent 
of the Esugle says the _ resolutions pre- 
pared for the convention were writ- 
ten ‘‘under Mr. Tilden’s eye, and are 
from the ablest pen at his disposal.’’ They 
‘‘contained a paragraph distinctly pledging 
the delegation to the support of Samuel J. 
Tilden, and instructing the delegation to use 
all honorable meansto aacomplisg his nomi- 
nation, This provision met with the stubborn 


and afterwards of other delegations. 
There was found to be so fauch opposition to 
‘‘itinthe New York and other delegations 
that it was concluded that ‘discretion was 
the better past of valor,’ and the one proposi- 
tion tbat would have brought out a real test 
vote was discarded, and the clause, ‘while not 
pledging this delegation to the support of any 
one,’ inserted in its stead. This fact becom- 
ing known, has led many to believe that if the 
question had been plainly put to the convention 
there would have been aclear majority against 
it, and, therefore, against Mr. Tilden.’’ In 
other words, Tilden was suppressed in his own 
committee in order to prevent his being pub- 
licly and ignominiously squelched in his own 
convention. 

These facts tells their own story. They show 
that the seeming victory of Tildenin his own 
convention covers his defeat, but cannot hide 
his weakness. The men who from personal and 
other considerations have stood by him tothe 
last now see that it is folly to stand bv him any 
longer.

WASHINGTON NOTES. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

WaSHINGTON, April 24.—A short sketch 
of 
from a Wasnington point of view may 
not be uninteresting to your readers. In some 
respects the capital of the country affords the 
best opportunity for the ascertainment of the 
views ot the people en political affairs. Here 
are congregated in the Senate and House men 
whose public life finds its vitality in the refiec- 
tion of the opinions of their constituents. It is 
their constait aim to.correctly express their 
cpinions ,they have peculiar facilities for learn- 
ing them, and as they are made and 
unmade by the popular breath, 
they are, on the whole, toleraoly 
good weather gaugesin the political atmos- 
phere. 

There, moreover, pasa to and fro continually 
that class of men, leaders so-called, whotoa 
great extent mould and fashion, bat more fre- 
quently only give utterance to the general sen- 
timent. 

From these two sources much mav be learned 
of what is passingin the various and distant 
con munities which compose the great whole of 
the American people. 

It is from such fountains that your corre- 
spondent draws the intormation which he is 


about to communicate on the impending Presi- 


dential nominations. 

With regard to the Republicans, it is almost 
universally admitted that Grant will carry 
their flag to the fore; eventhose who would 
have it otherwise ale too prudent to attempt 
to stem the fast advancing tide on whose crest 
he is riding totriumph. But with the Demo- 
crats there is no such foregone conclusion. 
Few dare prophesy the result of the Cincinnati 
convention ; put while there is but little spirit 
vaticination, there isa very earnest and firm 
determination to select that standard bearer 
who sball be most certain of success. 

There is no disposition to take any chances, 
when, by proper management, the game 
would seem to be in owr own hands. 
For this reason the Democrats are not en- 
thused in behalf of any of thecandidates here- 
totore named, noris there any violent antag- 
onism displayed. It Mr. Tildenis more adverse- 
ly criticised than any other, and this is cer- 
tainly the case, is not so much for reasons per- 
sonal to bimself as from a well-founded con- 
vietion that the State of New York 1s the key 
to the position in the approaching contest, 
and the equally well-founded belief 
that Mr. Tilden cannot carry New York. 
Is was frequently said that the only hope for 
Tilden would be his nomination in the conven- 
tion by John Kelly, and since the Syracuse 
convention that hope has fallen still-born. The 
party here do not endorse the Tammany bolt; 
they do not excuse or justify it, but they rec- 
ognize it as astubborn fact, which, say what 
you may, ‘‘will not down.’’ Perhaps the 
‘‘Frazd Issue’’ought to be the ral)ying point of 
the party, and Mr. Tilden ought to be the em- 
bodiment of that issue. Butitis certainlv 
the prevailing sentiment thatin this juracture 
we must take things as they are, not as they 
ought to be. In addition to this there is a feel- 
ing growing from day to dav that as against 
Grant Tilden could not carry Virginia or Flori- 
da or South Carolina, and would not be sure of 
Louisiana. Congressmern and visitors from 
all these States express themselves to this effect 
with great freedom; whereas they all agree 
that with Bayard, or Hancock, or Thurman, or 
Field, they may safely be reckoned in the 
Democratic phalanx. 

Avrominent Tammany leader from Syra- 
cuse who was here a few days ago asserted 
thatevery man who voted against Robinson 
would cast a vote against the Tilden electors, 
and recent events in New York certainly justify 
his prediction. The breach instead ot being 
healed is riven asunder still wider. Itis ab- 
solutely necessary if we would assure a solid 
South that the prospect of success should be 
reasonably certain. Thereisa large and grow- 
ing class in those States who are tired of 
marching on to repeated defeat. There are, 
unfortunately, a number of persons there, as 
inthe North, who sigh for the loaves and 
fishes, and to such as these the Grant man- 
agers are ready to oiferan abundant spread. 
Grant’s speeches are studiously composed 
with the object of affording a reasonable ex- 
euse forsuch greedy Democrats to abandon 
their party. Thereis nothing stalwart in his 
remarks. Hepaints a beautiful picture ot a 
happy country dwelling in peace, harmony 
and unison, and the tempter whis- 
pers to the hungry ex-Rebs, ‘‘This can 
only be brought about under Grant’s benefi- 
eent sway, and you willdon the wedding gar- 
ments and take seats at the topof the table 
on which will be spread the rich meats of pub- 
lic patronage.’’

The Relief Committee of the Merchants’ 
Fxchange met in the Directors’ room of the 
exchange, with George Stanard, the prea- 
dent, inthe chair.

Nipber and Mr.+*C. Shaler Smith have 
this morning returned from atrip over the 
tornado-torn districts, andl they nave made 
the followipg informal report to the Mer- 
chants’ Exchafge of their trip. It will be 
seen that the catastropte was much greater 
than Was at first believed: 

To the President and Members Merchants’ 

Excbange of St. Louis: 

GENTLEMEN :—We returned this morning 
from an exploring tour which covered the en- 
tire line of the Marshfield tornado from its 
source to where it ceased to be seriously de- 
structive, and embraced = a part of the 
track of the storm which ®llowed the valley 
of the Finley, and we wish to say to you as eye 
witnesses oof the suffering and dea- 
titution now existing among the people 
living in the ey ofthe whi Ilwind that the 
**halfhas not been told’’ you. The Jame; Kiver 
storm began about thirty-five miles southwest 
of Springfield and ually increased in size 
and power until at fourteen miles from ite 
sterting point it had attained a width of 1.806 
feet. From here to a point eight miles beyond 
Ma shfield—a total distauce of forty-six miles 
—it Las cutan unbroken swa‘h varying from 
1,500 to 2,000 feet wide almost totally destroy- 
ing everything witbin the limits of this beit. 
Men, women and children are killed 
or crippled. Horses, catt] , sheep and hogs 
are in a similar condition. Houses, fences 
and out-buildinpgs are not only leveled but 
blown away. Plows, wagons, reapers, and 
other farming utensils are reduced to scrap 
iron and kindling wood, and in many cases 
tields with growing crops are 80 covered with 
forest debris or with mud and sand from the 
streams that much additional -labor is re- 
quired to save what has been planted. This 
labor the owners cannot give without aid. 
Some are widows, whose husbands have been 
killed, leaving them with crippled children to 
nurse, no houses or barns left standing 
and entirely without horses or implements 
with which to carry on thefarm. in other 
cases the farmers are alive and unhurt but 
with badly-injured families who demand their 
first care anu who, being entirely without 
means, are dependents upon the bounty of 
their neighbors who were fortupate enough 
to live outside the tornado’s path.

of arms or legs. The Finley storm, which 
probably began at or near Crossville, Barry 
county, and which. foilowing thirty minutes 
behind the James River whirlwind, gradually 
diverged from the course of the latter (they 
were three miles apart at the me of nearest 
approximation) until it finally reachea and 
destroyed the town of Licking, in Texas coun- 
ty, was less violent than the other and 
its path was marked by untouched spaces, but 
the total damage done was probably fully as 
great.

It takes a jong 
time to show some people bow it can be pos- 
efbie for all the rainfa]! to get into and through 
atile. A cubic foot of dry soil will abserb 
almost that same quantity of water, and 
hence it is that soi] underdrained will take up 
and hold such quantities without becoming 
too wet. Thus the tile goes on at work silent- 
ly, carrying away the surplus, laboring night 
and day without cessation, and, hy the time 


_ another rain falls, the soil above is again 


ready to absorb an enormous amount of wae 
ter. A question, however, arises. in the 
minds of some: Can thesoil be exhausted of 
160 much of its moisture? We think not, 
with the amount of tiling likely to be used in 
this countrv. In England, however, the case 
is different. The editor of the Gardener’s 
Monthly, himse)f an Englishman, says: 
**#ngland may in some senses thank herself 
for the ruin of her late crops. She has for 
many years drained her land to such an ex- 
ént that all tbe rainfalls flow immediately 


into drains, not stopping long enough to pene- | 


trate the earth. The result isa quick filling 
of ber liitle rivers and water-courses; these 
- ove) flow their banks immediately; hay is set 
afioat and ruined, grain damaged either when 
cut orinthe ground; sheep drowned, and 
not infrequently cattle. Drainage in certain 
cases is very Valuable; but the English in 
their over-zeal have carried it toofar, and 
are now obliged to ask food of their once des- 
jsed ¢ousins.’? ; 

4 It must be remembered that in England the 
soil isentirely aifferent from ours, and that 
tiles are frequently put down at intervals of 
two or three rods all ower the field; while 
here they are only Jaid through toe depres- 
gions. Let the work of tiling yo on; it is add- 
ing millions to our wealth. 

PRUNING EVEKGREENS. 

From practical experience we can indorse 
the following from the Gurdener’s Monthiy: 
*+Where evergreens can be benefitted by 
pruning, April isavery good month to at- 
tempt it. Ifatree is thin in foliage at the 
base, the top of the tree, leader and all, must 
be cut away. It makes no difference what 
the kind is, all will make new leaders after 
being cut back, if properly attendedto. We 
make this remark becnuse there is a prevalent 
ideatbat pines will not stand this cutting. Of 
course toe trimming should be done in a coni- 
éal mannef, +0 asto conform to the conical 
style ofthe evergreen tree. Sometimes an 
evergreen, especially a pine, will rather turn 
up some of the ends of its side branches than 
push out another leader; when this is the 

ease, cut these away, and areal jeader will 
igjm the second year. 

‘Evergreen hedges should be trimmed now, 
cutting them conically, so as to give light to 
the lowermost branches.’’ 


Oleomargarine. 


There has just been presented to Parliament 
some correspondence respecting the manufac- 
ture of oleomargarine in the United States, 
the Board of Trade having in September last 
requested the British Consul-General in New 
York to furnish what particulars he could ob- 
tain respecting the export of ‘‘bosch’’ butter 
to the United Kingdom. He states that the 
chief establishmentof the kind in New York 
is that of the Commercial Manufacturing Co., 
of which the president is Mr. H. K. Thurber, 
of tbe firm of Thurber & Co., wholesale 
grocers, Who are said also to have opened a 
branch house in London. The following are 
the only other factories known to be in ojera- 
tion: Twoin Pennsylvania (one at Philadel- 
phia and one at Pitisburg,} one at Baltimore, 
pre at Chicago, one at Cincinnati and one at 
New Haven, Ct. Those éstadlishments 
all work under the Mege patent, and with the 
exception of that at New York areon acom- 


_ paratively limited scale. The New York com- 


pany is said tohave beenturning out abou 
9,000 pounds a week of butter and margarine 
oil for the past two years, being a considerabie 
reduction upon the quantity previously made 
—a reduction owing largely to the lower 

rices that have prevailed for genuine 

utter, as it is stated that there is 
little if any profit on the imitation when 
the real article sells at less than twenty-three 
centsa pound. The product is mainly ex- 
ported to countries of continental Europe, es- 
pecially to Holland, where the oil (which con- 
stitutes the bulk of the shipments, except in 
cold weather) is churned with a certain pro- 

ortion of milk and made into butter, which 
wabsequen?'y finds its way to English and 
French markets. 

.There are other establishments, however, 
at. or inthe vicinity of New York, where oleo- 
margine is made by other processes that are 
claimed to be infringements of the Mege pat- 
ent. Their products are chiefly sent to Ger- 
man ports. Itis estimated that the aggregate 
exports may reach the annual amount of six 
million pounds. 


How to Sow Orchard Grass. 


It isa difficult matter to scatter orehard 
grass seed evenly, or to make @ Dushei of seed 
spread over an acre of ground, and if the wind 
biows, neither can be done. We made a dis- 
covery this spring that served us an excellent 
turn, and we don’t believe in keeping all good 
things ourselves. When we were drilling in 
our spring barley we used a Buckeye drill. 
We started the drill tosow the barley and 
clover seed. We followed ove round, trying 
to sow orchard grass,~but the wind was ad- 
verse. We were anxious to have the orchard 
grass goonto the fresh ground, and as 
there was a fertilizer attachment on tae drill, 
we concluded to try the experiment of 
making it sow orchard grass seed. We 
shut cif the feed almost __ entirely, 
‘and put in about a gallon of the orchard-grass 
seed. Imagine our delight when we found 
that the seed was fed out as evenly as we 
could wish. The wind kept blowing and we 
kept sowing; or rather drilling in our three 
kinds of seeds, and to-day there is a perfect 
set of barley, clover and orchard-grass that is 
beautiful to behold. When we consider how 
important it 1s to get orchard-grass in early, 
and on good fresh soil, and how difficultit is 
to get soil, weather and wind all right at_the 
same time, we think the discovery worthy of 
note. We believe that a mixture of or- 
chard and blue-grass seeds may be put inthe 
same way, and shalltryit. If tney can be 
spread evenly inthis way, we have solved one 
of the greatest troubles in sowing such seeds.

Peas, and Brush or No Brush. 


It costs more time and labor to stick peas 
than to plant and cultivate them. Market 
eners do not stick peas as a general thing. 
efarmers do not have an abundance of 
eas. Weare afraid of the troubleof stickin 
then. . Consequently the majority of farmers 
families have peas about ten days, and do 
without the balance of the season. Our plan 
isto plant McLean’s Little Gem as early as 
possibie, and make plantings about every ten 
days untilin May. ,We make also a larger 
lanting in April of Champion of England. 
t is doubtful if there is anything better. We 
have not yet found it. Pease should be piant- 
ed from four to six inches deep in very rich 
ground. The rule tbat all kinds of seed 
should be covered about four times its di- 
ameter will not do for peas. When peas are 
about four to six inches high turn a furrow to 
them, or draw up the dirt with a hoe. Tais 
will help to keep them up and will keep them 
drying uv so soon. Frequent plantings 
will extend the season. Fresh, tender, melt- 
ing peas are a dish for an epicure. We pity 
our city friends, who bave to eat peas from 
two toten daysold. Peas, like 8, are best 
when fresh. Buy yourseed by the quart or 
pint. Remember, there are two great varie- 
ties—tbe wrinkled and smooth. The latter is 
not so likely to rot in the ground if planted 
early. former is the tender, sweet, melt- 
. MecLean’s Little Gem and Carver’s 
may be planted at the sametime.

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pea vines from falling. If good stakes are 
used, andtarred twine welt stretched, this 
method is cheaper than getting brush, 
ubless itis very accessible. In many places 
pea brush is out of the question. 
Stakes and tarred twine will then 
be the substitute tbat will give best satis- 
faction. The trouble with farmers attempt- 
ing to raise peas without brush is that they 
may allow the vines to lie too long without 
turning, in which case they mildew ard rot. 
We farmers can have peas and spring lamb 
early this year, and ever year if we will, ata 
trifling expense; and as much better as they 
are cheaper than the spring lam’ and green 
peas set out in the city. Pork and beans are 
good, but they do not belong to the delicacies, 
and they are not aroyal dish. The garden is 
the fine art department of the farm: let us 
see that weexcelinit. It brings healtu, com- 
fort and refinement with it, 

There is a shade of truth in the assertion 
that man is what he eats. The feeder on pork 
and hominy twelve months in the year must 
become gross in taste and in ideas. A pleas- 
ing Variety in the garden and at the table has 
w yefinit g influence that cannot be mistaken. 


Treatment of the Corn Crop. 


Dr. E. L. Sturtevant gives an account in the 
New York Tribune of some experiments on 
ibe growth of corn under diilicult treatment, 
Which are wortby of abrief noteof record. 
One series of experiments has led him to the 
conclusion, generally adopted by good farm- 
ers, that plowing shallow for corn, orto a 
depth of five inches, is better than a depth of 
nine inches; and he advocates deep plowing in 
rovation, and shallow plowing for this crop. 
As showing the importance of stirring the soil, 
he states that with an unstirred soil (the 
weecs being carefully removed) he raised at 
the rate of forty bushels per acre; 
with the soil thoroughly hoed, he had 
sixty-four bushels per acre. Still greater 
than indicated by these figures was the differ- 
ence in the quality of the ears. These results 
nearly accord with those under our own ob- 
,servation, whena weekly or more frequent 
1ubning of the cultivator between rows, till 
tbe corn was as high as the horse’s back, gave 
seventy busheis per acre, while only one of 
two dressings resulted in less than fiftv bush- 
els. Dr. &. turther states that while the 
average Maximum crops in each ef the States 
of the Union are about the same, the average 
general crops vary from 9.3 bushels in South 
Carolina, to thirty-six bushels in Massachu- 
setts, for the year 1878, showing the advantage 
of intellisent and thorough culture, 2 
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Tiulless Oats. 


There are agents traveling through the 
country selling what they call **Bohemian 
cats,’? at the rate of $10 4 bushel. The agent 
evrees to sell a certain number of bushels for 
the farmer at the same rate the next season, 
and he binds the farmer in the sum of $1,000 
not to sell his crop ata less rate. This is an 
old humbug many times exposed. This va- 
riety of Oats is only profitable where the seed 
can be sold at high prices. The yield under 
ordinary cultivation is small.

HOUSEHOLD RECEIPES. 
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. TO RENOVATE CkKAPE.—Thoroughly brush 
all dust from the material, sprinkle with al- 
cohel and roll in newspapers, commencing 
with the paper and crape together, that the 
paper may be between every portion of the 
material; allow it to remain in the roll until 
perfectly dry. 

HICKORY-NUT CAKE. —Reserve a portion 
of the flour weighed for’any cake, either 
rich, as pound, or plainer, as cup cake. Chop 
up the hickory-nuts, (Maderia nuts the 
same) not too fine: sift the flour over them as 
fcr citron, raisins or currants; mix thorough- 
ly and bake as usual. 

WINE WHEY—Milk, two-thirds of a 
water, One-third ofa pint; wine, one gill; 
sugar, a desertspooniul. Place milk and 
water in a deep pan, and when it begins to 
boii pour in the wine and sugar, stirring 
assiduously when it boils for twelve or fifteen 
minutes. Lastly strain througha seive. 

. may be drank either hot er cold, a glassful at 
a time. 

BEEF Soup.—This is for invalids. Take 
one and a half pounds of lean beef, one ounce 
of rice or barley, pepper and salt, and one and 
a baif pints of cold water; divide the meat in- 
to small pieces; put this in a stone jar, cover- 
ing tightly; then place the jar in a vessel with 
bot Water, and let it remain in the oven for 
four hours. By uncovering the jar at the ena 
of the cooking you van, of course, very much 
increase the strength of the soup. 


ICELAND MOss JELLY.—In one quart of 
water, cold, add the juice of three lemons, 
one glass of sherry wine, «and sweeten to taste. 
Take a good handful of Iceland moss and 
wash it thoroughly in two waters. Bring the 
water containing your lemon, wine and sugar 
to the boil, and put init, little by little, the 
Iceland moss, ltouchtthen to be put in a 
part of therapge tosimmer. Strain while it is 
warm. I do not know that it is very nourish- 
ing. butI bave found it useful in cases of 
colds. 

OMELET WITH SARDINES.—Your menu of 
the other day might bave told us exactly how 
this dish was made. ‘This isthe way my cook 
servesit: Take a half-dozen good sardines— 
must be whole; drain them thoroughly; re- 
move carefully the scales and get them dry; 
make an omelet as usual, but the minute it 
begins to cook on the sides, place the fish 
lengtbways onthe omelet and turn the edges 
overtbem. Sometimesa very little chopped 
anchovy is placed fnside of each fish; must 
not be cooked too nmivich.

THE COURT OF APPEALS, 


Opinionin the Suit of Alice Ryan vs. 
Cornelius Lynch for Damages. 

Cne of the cases in which the Court of Ap- 
peals rendered an opinion this morning was 
that of Alice Ryan against Cornelius Lynch. 
She wanted damages because the defendant 
had rot educated her and paid her wages 
while she was a minor and while she was liv- 
ing in hisfamily. The following is a synopsis ‘ 
of Judge Hayden’s opinion: 

The substance of the petition is thatin April, 
1870, the plaintiff, Alice Ryan, who sues here 
with her husbagg, being then a minor, the 
defendent propel to her that if she would 
jive in his family< he would clothe her, taxe 
care of her, give her an education and pay 
her for her services so long as she should re- 
maim in his household; that the plaintiff 
agreed tothis and remained with the defend- 
ant until the 20th of June, 1877, doing house- 
hold and other work, which was worth $15 a 
month; that the defendant refused to educate 
her or pay her for her services, owing to which 
she was damaged in the sum of $6,230. After 
a general denial the answer averred that the 
plaintiff Alice, being a girl without means of 
support and at a charitable institution, the 
plaintiff consented to receive her in his family 
and did so, providing her with 
a home, protection and the 
necessaries Of life, by way of charity and in 
compensation for her services. The answer 
sets up acounter claim for board, lodging 
and artictes furniehed. The court below 
ruled that, upon the evidence, the plaintiffs 
could not recover, and they took a non-sguit. 

The ruling was correct. The plaintiff

the defendant to educate the girl or pay her 
wages, nor does she seem to haye thought of 
such a thing of her own accord. Whether the 
defendand’s conduct was proper in not sending 
the girl toschool is not the question.
